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DISCUSSION OF IMPACTS THAT ARE LESS THAN SIGNIFICANT

VII NOISE (a) The project may introduce short-term and temporary additional sources of noise
at the site during high traffic periods throughout the day. Through the City’s implementation of the
Municipal Code noise regulations, this impact will be lessened to a less than significant level.

VII NOISE (c) The project will introduce additional sources of noise to the project area as an
operational aspect of the expanded school. The proposed increased use of the property is
anticipated to be only slightly more intensive than the current school operations. Through the
City’s implementation of the Municipal Code noise regulations, this impact will be lessened to a
less than significant level both during operation of the school.

IX PUBLIC SERVICES (a) The project will generate a very slight increase in the use of
existing park facilities (particularly Washington Park), but this impact is less than significant
‘because the school only uses the park on an intermittent basis. The school also uses the park
during weekday, daytime (9:00am — 3:00pm) hours only, which are generally lower use times.

DISCUSSION OF IMPACTS THAT ARE LESS THAN SIGNIFICANT WITH
MITIGATION INCORPORATED

XII TRANSPORTATION AND TRAFFIC (a) The Traffic Division of the Public Works
Department determined that a Traffic Impact Analysis (TIA) was required for this project. This
determination was made based on the fact that the proposed increase in student enrollment would
cause an increase in the total number of peak hour trips by over 100. Under Sunnyvale Municipal
Code, an increase of 100 or more peak hour trips triggers a TIA.

A traffic analysis was submitted to the City by Hexagon Transportation Consultants, Inc. (on file at
Sunnyvale City Hall) The study analyzed the proposed project’s impact in three areas: 1) key
intersection level of service, 2) traffic impacts to the surrounding residential neighborhood, and 3)
loading and unloading operations impacts. The study made the following conclusions about the
three potential impact areas. First, the project would not result in an adverse level of service
impact at any of the key intersections studied. Second, the increase in traffic created by the project
will not reach a threshold that will be noticeable by surrounding residents. Third, student loading
and unloading operations should be required to have staggered times to avoid excessive queuing
onto public streets by vehicles. :

Hexagon Transportation Consultants, Inc and the City’s Traffic Division of the Public Works
Department are recommending mitigation measures to address the impact from student loading
and unloading operations. It is recommended that the school stagger its start and end times to
prevent queuing of vehicles onto public streets. These mitigation measures are intended to ensure
that vehicles only queue on site and in the designated loading and unloading areas.

The following mitigation measures are proposed:
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WHAT: 1) No more than 80 students, per 15-minute period, should be dropped-off or picked-up
in the Pastoria Avenue lot at any one time.

2) No more than 75 students per 15-minute penod should be dropped-off or plcked -up
in the McKinley Avenue lot at any one time.

WHEN: These rnltloatlon measures will be converted into conditions of approval for this Special
Development Permit prior to its final approval by the City’s Planning Commission. The -
conditions will become valid when the Special Development Permit is exercised (by
enrollment is increased beyond 258 students at the school).

WHO: The operators of Stratford School will be solely responsible for implementation of these
mitigation measures. '

HOW: The conditions of approval will outline specific hours of operation and number of
students allowed at specific times and locations at the school. The operators of Stratford
School will agree with these conditions and will be responsible for ensuring compliance

at the site.
